Marlboro Yamaha’s Eddie Lawson 
scored his first Grand Prix win of 
the 1987 season at Hockenheim 
in West Germany on May 17, 
topping Lucky Strike Roberts’ 
Randy Mamola (Yam) by 13 
seconds. Third place went to 
England's Ron Haslam (Hon) with 
Tadahiko Taira (Yam) and Rob 
McElnea (Yam) rounding out the 
top five. Spanish GP winner 
Wayne Gardner (Hon) finished 
10th after encountering mechan- 
ical problems. 


The 250cc class at Hockenheim was 
won by-Anton Mang (Hon) with 
Jacques Cornu (Hon) and Reinhold 
Roth (Hon) finishing second and 
third, respectively. The 80cc chass 
was won by Gerhard Waibel (Kra), 
with Fausto Gresini topping the 
125cc class and the team of Webster/ 
Hewitt winning the sidecar class. 


Three-time World Champion 
Freddie Spencer did not compete 
in the West German Grand Prix 
after injuring his knee in a practice 
mishap on Thursday, May 14. 
Spencer received a three-inch 
gash and possible ligament dam- 
age to his knee when he struck 
it on a curb. The ligament damage 
may force the Honda pilot to miss 
the Italian GP on May 24. 


Team Lucky Strike Roberts’ Mike 
Baldwin broke and dislocated bones 
above the knuckle in his left hand, 
suffered a chipped bone in his left 
ankle and received possible fractures 
of three vertebrae in his upper spine 
and lower neck during a Saturday, 
May 16 crash at Hockenheim. Bald- 
win is expected to be out of action 
for six to seven weeks. 


Three-time World Champion 
Kenny Roberts announced at 
Hockenheim his intentions to ride 
untimed practice at the next round 
of the World Championship in 
Monza, Italy on May 24. The 
Lucky Strike Roberts team also 
plans to give a tryout to New 
Zealander Richard Scott at 
Yugoslavia. 


Jo Martens (KTM) was the overall 
winner of the May 17 Swedish 500cc 
MX Grand Prix. Leif Persson (Yam) 
was second overall, followed by Kees 
Van der Ven (KTM), and Kurt 
Ljungqvist (Yam). Georges Jobe and 
David Thorpe are tied at the top 
of the point standings with 115 
points each after five rounds. Van der 
Ven is third with 107 points, with 
Ljungqvist fourth with 104. 


Mark Hyde (Hus) was the overall 
winner of the May 17 AMA 
National Championship Hare 
Scrambles Series round at Bru- 
ceton Mills, West Virginia. Fred 
Hoess (Hus) and Ed Lojak (Hus) 
finished second and third overall, 
respectively. 


Former World and National Cham- 
pion Bernie Schreiber (Fan) won 
both the Saturday, May 16, and 
Sunday, May 17, rounds of the AMA 
National Championship Observed 
Trials Series at Glove, Arizona. 
2 Swedish champ Johnny Andersson 











(Hon) was second Saturday and third 
Sunday. Ryan Young (Bet) took 
third on Saturday and second on 
Sunday. 


Lockhart Racing (Suz) with Larry 
Shorts and Lynn Miller handling 
the riding chores was the overall 
winner of the AMA/CCS National 
Endurance Road Race Series 
round at Braselton, Georgia’s 
Road Atlanta on Saturday, May 
16. Kayo Racing (Suz) was 
second overall with High-Tech 
Racing third. 


England’s Alan Carter will ride a 
Team MacLean Honda RS250 in the 
Castrol 250 Grand Prix class at the 
Brainerd, Minnesota, round of the 
AMA/Camel Pro Road Race Series, 
according to Bob MacLean Carter 
competed in the Grands Prix in 1986 
on a Spanish-made Kobas, but has 
only ridden in the Japanese GP thus 
far in 1987. 


Road Atlanta Superbike runner- 
up Kevin Schwantz left for Italy 
immediately following his second 
place finish behind Wayne Rainey. 
Schwantz will ride a factory 
500cc V-four Suzuki at Monza on 
May 24 in the Italian Grand Prix. 


Former 500cc World Champion 
Virginio Ferrari won the second 
round of the TT Formula One World 
Championship road race series in 
Hungary on May 3. The Italian rode 
his Bimota Yamaha to the win over 
teammate Davide Tardozzi. Sweden's 
Anders Andersson finished third on 
his Suzuki. Defending champion 
Joey Dunlop (Hon) finished eighth.

HB2, a mandatory-helmet-use bill 
introduced in the Illinois legislature 
by Representative John Cullerton 
(D-Chicago) recently was defeated 
64-41. Following the first vote, 
helmet law proponents attempted to 
amend the measure to require that 
all motorcycle riders under 18 be 
required to wear helmets. That 
measure also went down in defeat, 
59-52. 


BMW has approved Dunlop radial 
tires for use on the K100RS and 
the K100RT, according to a Dun- 
lop press release. BMW approved 
the tires after testing of the 110/ 
80VR18 on the front and the 
140/80VR17 rear; BMW also 
concluded that the test results 
were best on motorcycles 
equipped with fairings. Therefore, 
the tires have been approved by 
BMW for use only on the K100RS 
and K100RT.

The letter reprinted below was sent 
to Ms. Tetreault by Senator Alan 
Cranston who introduced the Desert 
Protection Act . . . Editor. 


Many thanks for sharing with me 
your comments on the California 
Desert Protection Act, S. 7. 











As you may know, S. 7 designates 
82 Bureau of Land Management 
wilderness areas, adds adjacent lands 
to Death Valley and Joshua Tree 
National Monument and. redesig- 
nates them as National Parks, and 
creates Mojave National Park. These 
lands are ecologically fragile and 
subject to destruction by incompat- 
ible activities. Protection of these 
vulnerable areas will allow future 
generations to experience vast areas 
of the Old West essentially unaltered 
by man’s activities. 

In all, S. 7 would protect 9.4 
million acres of the California desert, 
either as National Parks or wilder- 
ness areas administered by the 
Bureau of Land Management. How- 
ever, some 4.6 million acres of public 
lands in the California desert would 
remain available for other multiple 
uses — grazing, mining, hunting, 
and motorized recreation — as 
determined by the BLM. 

In drawing the boundaries of 
wilderness and park lands, I carefully 
excluded major areas for ORV use. 
All existing BLM designated open 
areas including Dumont dunes, 
Johnson Valley, Spangler Hills, 
Imperial Sand Hills, Rasor Ranch, 
El Mirage, Buttercup, Jawbone 
Canyon-Dove Springs and Glamis 
Dunes as well as popular riding areas 
such as Fremont Valley and Rand 
Mountains would remain available. 
Also, the existing road network in 
the Saline Valley would remain open 
to vehicles, and use of the Mojave 
Road would not be affected. 

I appreciate your concern, and 
realize that feelings are strong on this 
issue. Please be assured that your 
comments will be taken into consid- 
eration. It is my hope that the final 
bill will protect the unique resources 
of the California desert for the diverse 
groups who enjoy the area.

The FIM has withdrawn the 1988 
International Six Day Enduro from 
Australia. The ‘88 ISDE will now 
take place in France. 


The FIM has awarded worldwide 
commercial marketing rights for the 
1988 World Championship Super- 
bike Road Race Series to a California 
public relations firm operated by 
Steve McLaughlin, a former top 
ranked Superbike competitor, con- 
tingent on working out an agreeable 
contract. 


The organizer of the April 5 Span- 
ish 500cc MX Grand Prix has been 
fined 100,000 Swiss francs 
(approximately $60,000) for ref- 
using to allow Camel personnel on 
the track’s premises the weekend 
of the event. Camel is the sponsor 
of the World Championship MX 
Series. In addition, the FIM 
announced that the circuit in 
Yunguera, Spain, and the organ- 
izer will not be allowed to host a 
GP for five years. The Spanish 
event was sponsored by a Spanish 
cigarette manufacturer. Finally, 
the FIM has ruled that the organ- 
izer will be liable for any future 
losses related to the event, such 
as the possible withdrawal of 
Camel from series sponsorship. 


The American Historic Racing 
Motorcycle Association (AHRMA) 
has announced that they’ll run a full 
schedule, 11 classes, at Monterey, 
California’s Laguna Seca Raceway 
in conjunction with the track’s 
annual AMA Grand National Cham- 
pionship road race meet. The 
AHRMA races will take place on 
Saturday, July 11, with sign-up at 
the track on Friday, May 10. For more 
information, call 419/253-4442. The 
Laguna Seca meet will be the sixth 
round of the 10-round AHRMA 
Historic Cup Series. 


The May 18 meeting of the AMA 
Motocross Advisory Board which 
was to be held in Southwick, 
Massachusetts, was canceled. 
The meeting has been resche- 
duled and will now take place on 
Monday, June 8, at 10 a.m. at the 
Meadowlands Sheraton in East 
Rutherford, New Jersey.

Committee 
sends helmet 
bill to California 
Assembly floor

SACRAMENTO, CA, MAY 13 
AB36, a mandatory-helmet bill 
introduced earlier this year by 
California Assemblyman 
Richard Floyd (D-Gardena), 
squeaked through the Assembly 
Ways & Means Committee this 
afternoon, winning approval by a 
single vote. 

The committee voted 12-9 to send 
the bill to the full assembly, where 
it could be heard as early as sometime 
this week, according to a spokesman 
for Floyd’s office. As Cycle News 
went to press, however, no date for 
the floor vote had been set. 

The measure could face a bitter, 
bipartisan battle between Demo- 
cratic supporters and Republican 
opponents when it reaches the 
assembly floor, but capitol insiders 
doubt it. They insist the bill is 
gaining the same type of momentum 
that resulted in the passage of 
California’s 1985 mandatory seat belt 
law, one of the most stringent seat 
belt laws in the nation. 

If approved by the full assembly, 
AB36 will be sent to the state senate, 
where it must be passed by both the 
transportation committee and the 
ways & means committee before it 
can go to the senate floor. If approved 
by a full senate vote, the bill will 
be forwarded to Governor George 
Deukmeyjian for approval. Deukeme- 
jian has taken no position on the 
measure. 

AB36 would require the 800,000 
licensed motorcyclists in California 
to wear helmets when operating their 
two-wheeled vehicles on public 
streets and highways. 

Floyd claims the proposed law will 
save state taxpayers $65 million each 
year in medical expenses incurred by 
motorcyclists who are injured in 
highway accidents but don’t have the 
resources to pay their own medical 
bills. Payment for such medical 
treatment is subsidized by state aid. 

Opponents, who have sent 10,000 
letters of protest to the state legis- 
lature, say AB36 is an infringment 
on their constitutional rights. They 
found a spokesman today in Assem- 


blyman Gil Ferguson (R-Newport ° 


Beach) who had a lively debate with 
. Floyd. 

“What you're talking about here 
is the freedom of individuals not to 
wear a helmet,” Ferguson said to 
Floyd. “You're saying your’re going 
to force these people to wear a helmet 
whether they want to or not, and they 


don’t hurt anyone else in this society 


but themselves. Who pays for the 
people who fall down skiing? Who 
pays for the rich- people who play 
tennis who get hurt? Why should we 
single out (motorcyclists)? 

“Lawn mower accidents, which 
are 64,000 a year, account for more 
money,” said Ferguson. ‘“‘Automo- 
bile accidents cost 25,000 lives a year. 
Bicycle accidents, without helmets, 
eause more accidents than. motor- 
bikes. So what is the major purpose 
ofthat?” 

“You forgot about tricycles,” said 
Floyd with derision. ““Taxpayers are 
being dinged in this state $65 million 
a year and I think that’s a substanial 
amount of money.” 

“If that is what you’re so con- 
cerned with, why don’t you outlaw

Johnson, Dymond 
win Southwick

It might not have been the prettiest victory 
of Rick Johnson’s Team Honda career, but 
the current 250cc class series points leader 


used a consistent 2-2 score to wrap up the 


class overall, while his team- | 
mate Micky Dymond easily 
handled the 125cc division 


with a 1-1 tally at Southwick’s 


Motocross 338 racing facility. 
Johnson’s overall victory was

almost overshowed, however, by 
Team Suzuki’s Bob “Hurricane” 
Hannah, who put on a spectacular 
come-from-behind charge in the first 
moto to finish fourth, and topped 
that off with a thrilling runaway 
victory in the second round to 
capture second overall. Third went 
to Hannah’s teammate Johnny 
O'Mara (3-4), while Kawasaki’s Ron 
Lechien (1-9) and Yamaha rider Ross 
Pederson (6-6) rounded out the top 
five. 


“I don’t like to win with two, 


seconds,” said Johnson, “but, hey, 
PI take what I can get.” 

“T'm happy, man. I don’t win that 
many anymore, and I like winning 
a moto, just to show ’em I can,” said 
the 31-year-old’ Hannah. ‘Td be 
curious to hear everybody’s excuses. 
I'm sure they’ve all got one.” 

The defending 125cc National 
Champion, Dymond, proved to the 
crowd why he’s carrying the number- 
one plate by completely dominating 
both motos. 

“I’m not quite in as good of shape 
as I will be in soon,” said Dymond 
after his first moto, wire-to-wire 
romp. Regarding his recent bout 
with mononucleosis, Dymond con- 
tinued, “Today, those guys have a 
chance to beat me. But I think after 
this race, I can’t lose.” 

Second in the 125cc class went to 
Suzuki’s Erik Kehoe, who worked 
hard for his 3-2 moto finishes, while 
Honda privateer rider Ricky Ryan (2- 
5), Suzuki support rider Vince 
DeVane (7-4) and Honda-mounted 
Guy Cooper (6-7) filled out the first 
five places. 

The event drew a large turnout of 
spectators that lined much of the 
hilly, sandy track. Weather condi- 
tions were ideal for racing — clear 
and sunny. 


250cc 


Forty-one riders lined the gate for 
the start of the first 250cc moto, and 
as the pack headed up a gradual 
incline to the first turn, it was 
Lechien powering his Kawasaki into 
the lead with local favorite from 














South Windham, Connecticut, 
Honda-mounted Joe Waddington 
hot on his tracks. After completing 
lap one, Lechien and Waddington 
were 1-2, followed by O’Mara, John- 
son, Kawasaki rider John Dowd 
(Chicopee, Massachusettes), Ray 
Sommo, Yamaha's Keith Bowen and 
Dennis Hawthorne. Ward was run- 
ning. around 20th, while Hannah 
was back in 27th. 

Up front, Lechien began pulling 
away while O’Mara found a hot line 
around Waddington on the sandy, 
dust-free track. A lap later, Johnson 
also slipped by Waddington, set after 
O’Mara and began reeling in the 
Suzuki pilot. After four laps, Han- 
nah had already moved into the 11th 
spot, while Ward was running 16th 
with a sore ankle — the same ankle 
he broke earlier in the year. 

“I caught my ankle ina hole, and 
I almost passed out from the pain,” 
said Ward. “I. got all queasy and I 
just couldn’t get it going again, so 
I had to back it down. There was 
nothing I could do.” From that point 
on, Ward just cruised through the 
moto, finishing 15th. 

In the meantime, Johnson started 
pushing O’Mara for second place 
before crashing. 

“I just came down the big down- 
hill, and my front end washed out, 
putting me on the ground and 
stalling my bike,” said Johnson. 

But Johnson quickly recovered 
without losing a place. Once again, 
he slowly reeled in O’Mara and 
eventually motored around the 
Suzuki rider over a drop-off jump 
and took over second. 

“RJ (Johnson) basically wore me 
down,” said O’Mara. 

By this time, Lechien was way out 
in front, feeling no pressure while 
Johnson put distance between him- 
self and O’Mara. 

But all the attention was on 
Hannah, who was picking off riders 
one at a time, much to the delight 
of the crowd. Hannah was on the 
gas, plowing harder through the 
berms and flying farther off the

jumps than anyone else. Eventually, 
Hannah labored into fourth and had 
set his sights on O’Mara. While he 
closed the gap to within a few 
seconds, time was running out for 
the former multi-time National MX 
and Supercross Champion. With the 
checkered in sight, and with Lechien 
and Johnson already wrapping up 
the first and second positions, Han- 
nah was pushing O’Mara in every 
turn, but the O’Show held on to nip 
his teammate. A distant fifth went 
to Waddington, followed by Peder- 
son, Ohio’s Jeff Hicks (Honda), 
Hawthorne and Sommo. New York’s 
Kurt McMillen (Honda) rounded out 
the top 10. 

“You can’t win with a 27th-place 
start in 30 minutes,” said Hannah. 
“Thirteen years ago when we were 
here, it was 45 minutes, and I used 
to pull ’em off with those starts,” 

“My finger is feeling better,” said 
Johnson, regarding his recent right- 
hand finger injury. “But I have to 
alter my riding style still. I can’t blitz 
through the big bumps like I nor- 
mally would, because you have to 
hang off the back and hold it wide 
open, but my hand doesn’t have 
enough strength.” 

The second moto kept the crowd 
screaming and on its feet for every 
lap with Hannah blasting his Suzuki 
to a third-place start behind O’Mara 
and Kawasaki rider Mickey Kessler. 
Close behind Hannah pursued 
Lechien, Ward, McMillen and 
Johnson.

During the second lap, Lechien 
put the move on Hannah and passed 
the “Hurricane.” But Hannah totally 
surprised Lechien by immediately 
retaliating and shooting past the 
Kawasaki rider. Lechien, however, 
wasn’t finished with Hannah. The 
first-moto winner forced his way to 
the inside of Hannah heading down 
a downhill and into a wide, sweeping 
left-hand turn. Lechien stuffed 
Hannah to the outside in the turn, 
getting a bike length on Hannah, but 
Hannah slammed on the brakes and 
cut back in on Lechien, who flew 
over the berm and off the track. 
Lechien managed to tuck back in 
behind Hannah. 

Hannah tried to recall the inci- 
dent: “I might’ve tapped him, but 
I don’t know for sure,” said Hannah. 
“Tf I did, it wasn’t intentional, but 
I’m out racing today. That was 
nothing compared to the way the 
“Jammer” (former National MX 
Champion Jimmy Weinert) and I 
used to do it. He (Weinert) was 
watching the first moto today, and 
he said, ‘What in the heck is wrong 
with ya? You ain’t bumping into 
anybody!’.”” 

Once behind Hannah, Lechien 
began dropping off the pace with 
stomach cramps. According to sour- 
ces from Kawasaki’s pits, Lechien 
drank too much water between 
motos, causing the painful cramps. 
Lechien eventually dropped back to 
ninth. 

During the fourth lap, Hannah

motored by McMillen and set after 
O’Mara, who was in command of the 
race. But Hannah changed all that 
by reeling in O’Mara and passing 
him in a turn. 

“I went off the track; over this one 
berm,” said O’Mara. “He (Hannah) 
got me, and it ruined all my con- 
centration. Then I tried to regroup, 
but Bob just got away from me.” 

By the seventh lap, it was Hannah 
pulling out to a sizeable lead ahead 
of O’Mara, Ward and Johnson. Two 
laps later, both Ward and Johnson 
motored by -O’ Mara. 

“I felt real comfortable at first,” 
said O’Mara, “but I don’t really 
know what the problem is. I just 
started getting tense. I’m not sure 





what caused it, I’m kind of puzzled 
about it.” 

At this point, with Ward ahead of 
Johnson, Hannah had the chance for 
overall, but the 250cc class points 
leader put an end to all that by 
passing Ward and settling into 
second. i 

Hannah, however, stayed on the 
gas and was tearing up the track, and 
Johnson could barely put a dent into 
Hannah’s 15-second lead during the 
next nine laps. With the checkered 
flag in sight, and the spectators 
cheering madly, Hannah wheelied 
across the finish line with the moto 
win, finishing comfortably ahead of 
Johnson, Ward and O’Mara. Fifth 
went to New Englander Jo Jo Keller 
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Team Suzuki’s Johnny O'Mara (4) and Rick Johnson (1) dice over second place, while Hannah cruised out 
in front during the second 250cc moto. O'Mara wound up finishing third overall, via a 3-4 tally. 








Erik Kehoe ran strong in both 125cc motos, but bad starts kept him 
busy working up through the pack. He finished second overall. 





(Kawasaki) followed by Pederson, 
Kessler, Mike Fisher (Kawasaki), 
Lechien and Doug Hoover (Honda). 

“I got a good start, man, and I was 
pumped,” said Hannah. “I said, ‘I 
ain’t going to throw this thing away.’ 
So I started to cruise for the first 
couple of laps to check things out, 
but I cruised a little too slow and 
Lechien passed me. I didn’t want 
him (Lechien) gettin’ out to where 
he thinks he could beat me, so I just 
passed him back. Then I got up on 
the ““O-Show”’ and tried to go, man. 

“T kicked back a little in the middle 





of the race,” continued Hannah, 
“and Johnson pulled two seconds on 
me, and I said, ‘I’d better get on the 


gas, ‘cause there’s 15 minutes left.” 


While all the commotion was 
going on about Hannah’s second- 
moto victory, overall winner John- 
son sat quietly in the Honda pits. 

“I feel good about Hannah,” said 
Johnson. “I’m glad to see him do 
good. I get along with Bob, and he’s 
one of the few guys you can go out 
and bang handlebars with, and he 
won't really try to kill you. I wish 
he could do it more often.” 





“This ankle injury is hanging in 
there way too long,” said Ward. “I’m 
basically going to scratch this cham- 
pionship unless Ricky has a prob- 
lem. But I’m still going to give it 
100%; I have to let my ankle heal.” 
125cc 


Dymond began his romp in the 
125cc class as soon as the gate 
dropped for the start of the first moto. 
Dymond shot into the lead inches 
ahead of Suzuki’s Keith Turpin. 
After the first lap, it was Dymond, 
Turpin, Ryan, Cagiva’s Mike Hea- 
ley, Honda-mounted Guy Cooper 
and Yamaha rider Todd DeHoop in 
the top six positions. Yamaha’s Jeff 
Leisk was involved in a first-lap get- 
off, and 125cc class points leader, 
Suzuki's George Holland, was found 
midpack. 

During the third lap, Ryan found 
a line around Turpin for second 
place and actually began closing a 
little on Dymond. At the same time, 
Kehoe was gaining ground after a 
so-so start. 

Three laps later, Dymond sud- 
denly found himself with a 10-second 
lead on Ryan, who opened up some 
distance between himself and Tur- 
pin. Healey still maintained control 
of fourth ahead of Cooper, DeHoop, 
Kehoe and Yamaha rider Shawn 
Kalos. During the next couple laps, 
Kehoe shot past both DeHoop and 


Cooper and was charging after. 


Healey, eventually finding an open- 
ing around the sole Cagiva factory 
rider at Southwick. 

At the same time, Suzuki’s Donny 
Schmit and Yamaha rider Scott 
Brown were battling midpack until 
colliding over a fast drop-off jump 
and crashed, putting both riders out 
of action. Brown was taken to the 
hospital, while Schmit eventually 
rode back to the pits with a sore hip. 

“I was passing him,” said Schmit, 
“but he cut over on me and we nailed 
each other in the air. When I landed, 
I just went over the bars. I hit the 
ground so hard, I was all dizzy.” 

At this time, the top six riders — 
Dymond, Ryan, Turpin, Kehoe, 
Healey and Cooper — were fairly 
spread out, while a heated battle 
raged over seventh through 14th be- 





tween Cooper, DeVane, Kalos, 
DeHoop, Holland, Larry Brooks 
(Honda), Eddie Warren (Kawasaki) 
and Leisk. At one point, Holland 
had worked up to seventh but 
crashed back to ninth. 

“I didn’t get a good start,” said 
Holland, ‘“‘then about halfway 
through the first lap, someone just 
plowed me and knocked me off. I 
got back g@ing again, tried to work 
up, then I went over the bars -pretty 
hard and my goggles came off.” 

At about the same time, Holland's 
teammate, Ronnie Tichenor, who 
was running toward the front, also 
bailed. 

“T came off a big jump and landed 
at the bottom where the mud was,” 
said Tichenor, ‘‘and my front end 
just tucked in and I went over. I hit 
my knee on the handlebar.” In pain, 
Tichenor decided to pull out of the 
race. 

Up front, Dymond continued to 
cruise comfortably wath the lead, 
while Kehoe slipped by third place 
Turpin. At the finish it was Dymond 
easily winning “dhead of Ryan, 
Kehoe, Turpin, Healey, Cooper, 
DeVane, Holland, DeHoop and 
Brooks. 

Ryan nabbed the holeshot in moto 
two ahead of Turpin and Dymond, 
who — as did Cooper — slipped by 
Turpin during the first go-around. 
In fourth was Brooks followed by 
Kalos, DeVane, DeHoop and Kehoe; 
Holland was 13th. 

Ryan and Dymond battled heavily, 
knocking into each other a couple 
of times for the first four laps before 
Dymond took over. Ryan tried to 
keep Dymond in sight but couldn’t, 
as the factory Honda rider pulled 
away — again. Back in third, Cooper 
was fending off a freight train of 
riders: Kalos, Brooks, Turpin, 
Kehoe, DeVane, DeHoop, Tichenor, 
Leisk, Barry Carsten and Holland. 

The battle between these 10 riders 
raged throughout the moto, but it 
was Kehoe and Leisk who were really 
making up time. Kehoe and Leisk 
eventually took over the third and 
fourth spots and reeled in Ryan, who 
was beginning to fade. 

“Mickey and I were going at it so 
hard at the start, I just got real tired,” 
said Ryan, who ended up dropping 
back to fifth. 

Once again, Dymond breezed 
home for his second win of the day, 
this time ahead of Kehoe, Leisk, 
DeVane and Ryan, who barely held 
back Holland’s late-moto charge. 
Seventh went to Cooper, while Fred 
Andrews (Honda), Warren and 
DeHoop rounded out the top 10. 

Despite finishing seventh overall, 
Holland barely maintains his series 
point lead over Dymond, 116-113. e

Rainey nips Schwantz 
at Road Atlanta

Like two starving wolves fighting for the 
final piece of raw meat, Team Honda’s 
Wayne Rainey and Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Kevin Schwantz battled bitterly for the entire

The Daytona 200 winner and 
current Camel Pro Series point 
leader. fought back to pass early- 
leader Schwantz on the 18th of 24 
laps to take the lead and command 
of the two-race old AMA Superbike 
Championship Series. 

Third place in the $30,000 race was 
taken by Rainey’s teammate, AMA/ 
Camel Pro Series champ Bubba 
Shobert. Fourth went to Honda- 
mounted Dan Chivington, with 
Suzuki-mounted Mike Harth round- 
ing out the top five. 

Where you ask, were Daytona 
runner-up Satoshi Tsujimoto and 
third-place Daytona finisher Doug 
Polen? 

Both were disqualified following 
the two heat races for violation of 
the 390-pound Superbike minimum- 
weight rule. Tsujimoto had finished 
third in the first heat and Polen had 
won the second when the AMA 
pulled a surprise weigh-in. 

Polen’s Kosar Racing Suzuki 
GSXR750 weighed-in at an anorexic 
385.5 pounds while the Yoshimura 
Suzuki of Tsujimoto tipped the 
scales at 386.5 pounds. Schwantz and 
Randy Renfrow also gota scare when 
their Suzukis were recorded at 389.5 
pounds; a half pound light. 

The heavier Hondas (Rainey, 405 
pounds) were not a factor in ihe 
weigh-off that will probably become 
a regular attraction at AMA road 
races in 1987. The Suzukis, on the 
other hand, are weighted with lead 
on the bottom of the frame and under 
the seat, obviously some not as much 
as others. 

The scales, however, were found 
to have a fluctuation, caused by 
wind, of half a pound. Therefore, the 
AMA decided it couldn’t punish 
those riders whose bikes were. only 
eight ounces under the limit. 
Schwantz and Renfrow were off the 
hook; the other two weren’t as 
fortunate. 

“We have to draw the line,” AMA 
referee Darrel Doval told the Kosar 
Racing and Yoshimura crews. The

line was drawn and Polen and 
Tsujimoto were out. 

“We asked them if we could weigh 
‘em before,” Polen said. “They said 
they didn’t have ’em (scales). I’m not 
going down without a fight. This 
will cost us a lot over a whole year.” 

Polen’s remarks were made while 
he awaited a decision on whether he 
could make the final via the prom- 
otor option. After finding out there 
was no way around the problem, he 
was philosophical regarding the 
situation and calmly went about his 
business. 

Tsujimoto wasn’t at the facility 
when the decision was handed down, 
leaving earlier in the day for the 
comfort of his hotel. Yosiimura’s 
Suehiro Watanabe, however, wasn’t 
a happy man. 

“Honda and Yamaha are lucky 

people,” he said. “They make such 
a heavy motorcycle they don’t have 
to worry about it. We provide such 
a light, high-performance bike for 
the consumer, and it’s not fair. We 
are not using any titanium/parts. We 
just take off the lights/and turn 
signals and other parts we don’t use. 
It’s just not fair.” 
_ Schwantz was very confident 
going into Road Atlanta. He showed 
that confidence when the flag 
dropped in heat race one. Coming 
from the fourth row, the Texan 
charged hard into turn one and 
followed only Rainey on the exit. 
Schwantz took over from the south- 
ern Californian for good on lap three 
after the duo turned times in the low, 
one minute, 28-second range. 

Over nine seconds back was Tsu- 
jimoto, followed by Vance & Hines- 
backed Renfrow, Shobert and Harth. 

“Everything is perfect,” Schwantz 
said with a wink after the heat. 

“I played it cool,” Rainey said. 
“He passed me when the ambulance 
was there, and it’s hard to re-pass on 
this track.” 

The ambulance was out to pick 
up a scraped and bruised Rueben 
McMurter. Jimmy Filice’s Yamaha 
was another casualty, but it was of 
the mechanical kind; the FZR750 ate 
two clutch plates. 

Heat two saw Chivington hole- 
shot, but Polen soon streaked into 
the lead. The Texan ended up 
winning the race by 3.3 seconds with

Schwantz bagged the holeshot in 
the five-lap, dash for cash known as 
the $17,500 Camel Challenge. Rai- 
ney tried the outside in turn one, but 
couldn’t get past. After the first lap, 
the dueling Schwantz and Rainey led 
third-placed Dan Chivington by 5.2 
seconds. 

Randy Renfrow suffered what he 
described as the worst crash of his 
career in the fastest section of the 
course, turn 10. 

“I just lost control at the top of 
the hill and couldn’t get it back,” 
he said. “I couldn’t get back on the 
seat and I couldn’t find the brake 





levers. When I was: laying there I 
thought, ‘Oh man, please let me 
wriggle my toes.’ I took inventory 
and laid there for a lap or two. I’ve 
never fallen like that.” 

One race later, Renfrow went out 
and won the Castrol 250cc Grand 
Prix class. 

Try as he might, Rainey couldn’t 
find a way around Schwantz and the 
23-year-old Texan was suddenly 
$10,000 richer; Rainey collected 
$2500 for second. Chivington ($2000) 
finished third, with Farmer ($1500) 
fourth and Ottis Lance ($1000) fifth. 
Renfrow took a hard-earned $500. 


“I got a good start and made a few 
mistakes, but I kept Wayne behind 
me,” Schwantz said. “I hit a couple 
of curbs and I never got good and 
smooth. I just never really got settled 
in.” 

“We made some changes that 
didn’t work, so we'll go back to what 
we had,” Rainey said.

Not surprisingly, Renfrow wasn’t 
on the grid as the pack flew into turn 
one at the start of the National. It 
was Rainey leading Schwantz, fol- 
lowed by Chivington and Shobert. 

At the end of the first lap, Rainey 
led, but Schwantz dove under the 
former Superbike champion going 
into turn one. The second lap saw 
the duo turn a 1:27.9, and Schwantz 
pulled clear a little. That didn’t last 
and soon Rainey was right there 
again, leading as they crossed the line 
to end lap three. 

By the end of five, the leading two 
led Shobert and Chivington by 15.7 
seconds. Suzuki-mounted Larry 
Shorts was fifth and closing on the 
Shobert/Chivington duel. Harth 
Racing/Jessie Burgher/NGK/Fox/ 
Tsubaki/Wiseco/Cycle 
Performance-sponsored Harth and 
Farmer were next with dirt tracker 
Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp Rac- 
ing’s Doug Chandler holding down 
eighth. 

On the start of lap eight, Schwantz 
had pulled clear of Rainey. Mean- 
while, Shorts dove under Shobert in 
turn. one and closed quickly on 
Chivington. Those three battled for 
six laps before Shorts disappeared 
with ignition problems. 

At the end of lap 10, Schwantz had 
1.7 seconds on Rainey. That evap- 
orated on lap 11 and Rainey was back 
in business. 

Schwantz again opened up a lead 
that looked like it would hold to the 
finish on lap 16, but he lost the 
advantage when he ran off the track. 

“I went off into the dirt in turn 
three,” Schwantz said. “Wayne got 
by and then there were too many 
lapped riders. I made a mistake and 
it cost us a win.” 

Rainey took over from there and 
despite desperate attempts, Schwantz 
couldn’t counter. 

While the battle up front was 
heated, Shobert had disposed of 





Chivington and had a lonely ride to 
the finish. Fifth place went to Harth 
with Farmer sixth and Chandler 
seventh, the dirt tracker adding to his 
Camel Pro point total. 

Shobert, who doesn’t give himself 
the credit he deserves as a road racer, 
said, “They did a good job of setting 
the bike up for a beginner and it 
worked. I rode my own pace and only 
had one scare when I ran wide to 
miss a guy with a blown engine and 
hit some oil.” 

Chivington knew Shobert was 
going to get the better of him. 

“Tt was fun, but I knew I was beat,” 
he said. “He showed me what “he 
had.” 

For a happy Rainey it was win 
number two in 1987, and the Honda 
factory pilot pocketed $3510 for his 
efforts. ; 

“We were both having the same 
problems getting into the turns,” 
Rainey said. “He was diving under, 
but I just let him go. It was working 
his suspension real hard and he 
couldn’t get out of the corners good. 
We both had traffic. He got me in 
some spots and I got him in others. 
It went both ways. 

“Tm happy.” (9

Renfrow bounces back 
to edge Kocinski

Vance & Hines Racing’s Randy Renfrow 
bounced back from an horrific crash on his 
Suzuki GSXR750 Superbike in the Camel 
Challenge race to win the Castrol 250cc 


Grand Prix class at Road | Renfrow and his Honda 
14 Atlanta. NS250 narrowly defeated 











team Nordica Yamaha’s John 
Kocinski and defending class cham- 
pion Don Greene in a battle that 
lasted from flag-to-flag. Team 
MacLean’s Kork Ballington was also 
involved in the tussle, but an off- 
track excursion cost him a chance at 
the win and the Honda pilot settled 
for fourth. Team Nordica Yamaha's 
Calvin Rayborn III rounded.out the 
top five. 

Renfrow crashed hard prior to the 
race when he lost control of his big 
Suzuki in the fastest section of the 
course and crashed. 

“When I was laying there I didn’t 
think there was a chance (for making 
the start of the 250cc class),” Renfrow 
said. “I thought my ankle was 
broken.” 

The 250cc class offered the most 
exciting race on the day at Road 
Auanta as six riders struggled for the 
lead early, and four fought to the 
finish. 

Saturday’s heat races. were a sign 


of things to come as the first heat, 


pitted Greene, Renfrow, Ballington 
and Rich Oliver together. The four- 
man Honda battle lasted for the full 
five laps with Renfrow getting the 
nod at the line over four-time World 
Champion Ballington. Greene beat 
Oliver for third. 

The second heat turned into a 
Nordica Yamaha vs. Nordica 
Yamaha struggle as Kocinski and 
Rayborn clashed. Rayborn ended up 


topping Kocinski, who, after seizing. 


a motor in the earlier practice 
session, was breaking in his rebuilt 
Yamaha. 

Dirt tracker Lance Jones crashed 
hard on the third lap when his Team 
Survival Honda seized in the 
entrance to turn one. Jones escaped 
with only scrapes and bruises. 

“We made it real rich because we 
were breaking it in,” Team Nordica 
tuner Bud Aksland said of Kocinski’s 
mount. “Its tough jetting the bike, 
the weather keeps changing and 
screwing it up.” 

Renfrow said his Honda was 
slightly overgeared and that it would 
feature a different gearbox combina- 
tion come final time. 

When the flag dropped on the 
final, the bruised and battered Ren- 








frow scraped his way into turn one 
first, followed by Kocinski, Balling- 
ton and Rotax-mounted Danny Coe. 
When the pack came past the start/ 
finish line for the first time, Kocinski 
led Renfrow, Ballington, Greene, 
Oliver, Rayborn, Coe and Andrew 
Leisner; Leisner crashed shortly 
after. 

“I got sideways coming out of turn 
one, lost concentration and went into 
two too hot,” Leisner said. 

With the leaders turning a 1:31.7 
on lap three, Kocinski, Renfrow, 
Ballington and Greene pulled 
slightly clear of the Oliver/Rayborn 
duel. Meanwhile, Coe held down 
seventh. 

The war up front continued as the 
four constantly changed the lead 
with Kocinski and Renfrow doing 
most of the leading. James Stephens, 
by lap eight, had worked his way past 
a fast-fading Coe, who was suffering 
though the ills of a broken exhaust 
pipe, to move into seventh. 

On lap 11, Renfrow made his move 
to break away from the pack as 
Kocinski came past the start/finish 
line looking down at his engine. 

“It went dead on one cylinder just 
like at Daytona,” Kocinski said. 
“The rear tire started sliding and I 
thought there was something on it.” 

The youngster slowed to a 1:36 lap 
time and dropped off the pace to 
fourth place. After realizing the bike 
was back to normal, Kocinski con- 
tinued on. 

Action on lap 14 saw Ballington’s 
off-track special, Renfrow leading 
Greene and Kocinski moving back 
into third. 

“He just went straight, like he 
missed a gear or something,” spec- 
tator Greene. said of Ballington’s 
mishap. 

Kocinski trailed Renfrow by 2.2 
seconds, but was on the move. 
Rayborn and Oliver were still fight- 
ing over fifth with Rayborn gaining 
a slight advantage. 

On lap 15, Kocinski was with the 
leaders, but was having trouble with 
lappers in turn one. Ballington, with 
a clear track, was making up serious 
timè on the leaders; trailing by 6.2 
seconds on lap 16 and by only 3.6 
on lap 18. 

Kocinski led lap 18, but Renfrow 
passed to lead 19 and the all- 
important lap 20. Greene held onto 
third with Ballington fourth and 
Rayborn fifth. 

According to PJI Oil-representa- 
tive watches, Kocinski had turned a 
1:30.58 while catching the leading 
duo of Renfrow and Greene. 

“Everyone rode real well and safe,”’ 
Renfrow said. “I was allowing room 
and they were too. It was just a great 
race.” 

“I couldn’t do it without Bud 
(Aksland),” Kocinski said. “He just 
gives me so múch confidence and 
Kenny (Roberts) has helped a lot too. 
He’s made me a stronger rider.” 

Ballington said he lost the front 
end, causing him to venture from the 
tarmac to the red Georgia dirt. 

“Bubba (Shobert) promises he’ll 
give me dirt track lessons,” Balling- 
ton joked. “I thought I was down, 
but looking back on it I could have 
kept it gassed up and not lost too 
much on them.” e

Stevens edges Polen in 
Supersport thriller

was stunned by Thomas Stevens as the 
Floridian crossed the finish line .090 of a 


second ahead of the Texan to win the

new 600cc Hurricane, with the first 
non-Honda being a Kawasaki in 29th 
position. The fastest Hurricane on 
this day, however, was the one that 
blew in from Florida - Stevens. 

Stevens won the fastest heat on 
Saturday by more than 10 seconds 
and held off the man regarded as the 
rider to beat in 1987, Polen, in the 
final. The two battled for the entire 
race, but Stevens never relinquished 
the lead. 

Chattanooga, Tennessee's Kevin 
Rentzell finished third with Greg 
Tysor fourth and Ron Ewerth fifth. 

“Ground clearance was the only 
problem,” Stevens said. “Once we 
got going, the tires were fantastic. 
Metzeler has done really well for us 
and so has Speed and Sport Cycles.” 

A six-rider duel ensued in heat one 
on Saturday with Polen leading the 
Kayo/Yokohama/D.1I.D/GS/Daito/ 
Sloans Honda/Spectro/Shoei- 
sponsored Rentzell across the line to 
end lap one. The order stayed the 
same with Polen taking the win over 
Rentzell, Donald Jacks, Ewerth and 
Scott Russell; Polen won by 2.9 








seconds. Dan Chivington crashed 
and would start uninjured from the 
back row. 

The second heat saw Speed-N- 
Sport Cycles/Arai/Metzler- 
sponsored Stevens dominate. By the 
end of the five laps he had opened 
up an impressive 10.6-second lead 
over Greg Tysor and Cam Roos. It 
was the fastest heat of the two, giving 
Stevens the pole for the final. 

With $1500 in Honda contingency 
money up for grabs, Polen led 
Stevens, Donald Jacks and Rentzell 
into turn one. Chivington was way 
back after coming from the back row 
on the grid. 

Lap one ended with Polen leading 
Stevens, followed by Rentzell, Tysor 
and Jacks. The leading duo turned 
a 1:34.5 lap time on the second lap 
and, Stevens snuck by to lead lap 
three. The battle had pulled Stevens 
and Polen clear of the now devel- 
oping Rentzell/Tysor duel. Ewerth 
had forced his way into fifth. 
Nothing changed until the fifth lap 
when Tysor ran off the track while 
trying to pass Rentzell, losing three 
positions in the process. 

“He was leaning on me and I just 
held my ground,” Rentzell said. “He 
went off.” 

Tysor didn’t stay back long and 
soon was up to fourth place, but too 
far behind to challenge his sprint- 
race rival. Meanwhile, Stevens con- 
tinued to hold off Polen with the two 
using totally different lines through 
turn ‘one. 

The battle went to the finish, but 
the younger Stevens held off Polen 
to win by a scant .090 of a second. 
Rentzell cruised in for third with 
Tysor fourth and Ewerth edging 
Scott Russell for fifth. 

The winner’s circle featured three 
different tire brands: Stevens - Met- 
zeler; Polen - Dunlop; Rentzell - 
Michelin. 

“I knew three laps in I wasn’t 
going to get him,” Polen said. “On 
the last lap I got out of shape in turn 
one and scrubbed off too much speed: 
I caught back up, but it was in the

Team Leoni’s Jimmy Adamo tamed his

Church had 
blown up his good motor on Friday 
and had only recently had a plate 
removed from the collarbone he 
broke badly at Daytona in March. 

By the end of the second lap, 
Adamo led Brauneck by 2.9 seconds, 
and the leading pair was way ahead 
of the Roger Reiman/John Long 
duel. On lap three, Paulk got past 
Reiman to challenge Long with 
Church back in sixth and fading 
quickly. 

By lap five, Adamo had stretched 
his lead to 5.1 seconds, but on lap 
seven that had been reduced to 3.4 
seconds. By lap 10, Adamo once 
again started pulling away from 
Brauneck. 

“I was pushing it a little hard 
early,” Adamo said. “I backed it off 
a little after it got into some slides. 
I was a little nervous early and had 
to calm down.” 

By the 13th lap of the 16-lap event, 
Adamo had calmed enough to lead 
Brauneck by 9.4 seconds. Paulk, 
meanwhile, had pulled clear of a

Off-Road riding 
banned at Anza- 
Borrego Park

BORREGO SPRINGS, CA, MAY 13 
Off-road vehicles, including 
motorcycles and ATVs, have 
been banned from Anza- 
Borrego Desert State Park near 
San Diego, California, according to 
an announcement made today by the 
state parks department. 

“The State Department of Parks 
and Recreation decided to ban from 
the park all motor vehicles not 
licensed for highway use,”’ said Larry 
Paynter, a public information officer 
for the parks department. “The ban 
went into effect May 15, and citations 
will. be issued beginning in 
September.” s 

The off-road vehicle ban is 
designed to protect the park’s “‘fra- 
gile ecosystém,”’ according to Parks 
Department District Superintendent, 
James G. Hendrix, who reportedly 
called off-road vehicles, “a major 
threat to park resources.” 

State officials claim off-road riders 
make up 24% of the one-million 
annual visitors to the 600,000-acre 
park but account for 82% of the 
citations written in the park. Offi- 
cials also allege that OHV users, 
“account for a large percentage of 
the resource damage to the land- 
scape.” 

According to Paynter, the action 
was taken under a California admi- 
nistrative code which says, ‘no 
person shall operate an off-highway 
vehicle except in designated areas.” 

The ban affects dune buggys, 
three-wheelers, four-wheelers, and 
off-road motorcycles. Vehicles 
licensed for highway use may drive 
on the 500 miles of primitive roads 
in the park, but they can’t go off the 
roads. 

“This is keeping in line with state 
laws which designate all park road- 
ways as state highways, and state 
highways can’t be used by unlicensed 
motor vehicles,” said Paynter. 

There are plans to expand a nearby 
riding area — Ocotillo Wells — from 
14,000 to 40,000 acres, according to 
Paynter. He said the state will take 
that action within the next 18 
months. 

Hendrix claimed the closure will 
have little impact on off-road riding 
in southern California because the 
California Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment offers thousands of acres of 
desert for off-highway vehicle use. 

He failed to mention, however, 
that most BLM acreage could be 
closed to off-road vehicles by a 
measure recently introduced in the 
U.S. Senate (S.7, a bill by Senator 
Alan Cranston (D-CA)

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First look: Honda NR750 


The 32-valve, oval piston, 749.8cc, V-4 Honda NR750 is a direct 
descendant of the NR500 which was tested by HRC from 1979 
to 1982. The 20,000 rpm redlined NR500 was ridden primarily 
by Takazumi Katayama of Japan, although Freddie Spencer rode 
it at Laguna Seca in July of 1981 and in the British GP the 
following month. Spencer won a qualifying heat at Laguna Seca 
but mechanical problems prevented him from logging more than 
a handful of laps in the two 100-kilometer legs of the race. In 
the Belgium GP Spencer qualified 10th fastest and ran as high 
as fifth in the race before mechanical problems sidelined the 
NR500 once again. Katayama never did achieve a good result 
with the NR500. 3 

The new four-stroke, liquid-cooled, DOHC NR750 engine 
produces almost 150 horsepower, according to Honda, and is 
mounted in an aluminum frame similar to the Honda RVF750 
endurance road racer. It also employs the advanced single-sided 
swingarm (Pro-Arm), which was developed on the World 
Championship winning RVF750. Dimensions of the NR750 differ 


slightly from those of the RVF750. The NR750 is 5mm longer 
and 20mm wider with an overall height and ground clearance 
which is 10mm lower. 

Honda says they are fielding the bike to test new technology 
“under the most extreme racing conditions,” and to improve 
conventional engine technology in the following areas: 1) 
Induction/exhaust technology. 2) Cylinder head/valve design. 3) 
Emissions/noise controls. 

While Honda announced that they would contest the 1987 
World Championship Endurance Road Race Series with the 
NR750, the bike failed to appear in the opening round of the 
series in Spain on May 10. HRC did field the NR750 at the April 
19 24 Hours of LeMans, an international endurance road race 
but not part of the World Championship Series. At LeMans the 
NR750 qualified second fastest, just three-tenths of a second 
behind an HRC RVF750. According to Honda, the NR750 was 
running fifth in the fourth hour when “a bolt broke and the 
resulting metal fragment caused a piston seizure.”

Hines trims 
Burr Oak

“If Kevin keeps riding so good, he’s going 
to be hard to beat for the championship,” 

said Husqvarna’s David Bertram after 
learning that Kevin Hines, aboard an H&H 


Cycle KTM350; had posted a 
17-point score at the Mid-West 
National Enduro Riders M.C.- 
hosted 24th Annual Burr Oak 
National Enduro. 

“They didn’t let up on you,” said 
Hines. “This was a real good enduro. 
There wasn’t anything that couldn’t 
be ridden, no bottlenecks, or impos- 
sible mudholes. What made it so 
tough was they just kept coming at 
ya. I don’t know how they could get 
so many miles out of those sections. 
I didn’t ride too good in the morning, 
but I got loose in the afternoon and 


I guess I’m in good shape, for I | 


finished strong.” 





The riders meeting was more than 
stay out of the corn fields and don’t 
cut any fences variety . . .“If any of 
you are offended by nudity,” said a 
club official, “we will return your 
entry fee. We have trails crossing 
areas where public sunbathing in the 
nude is permitted.” (No entry fees 
were refunded. ) 

At the second gas stop, 85.8 miles 
into the 127.2 mile run, Hines had 
lost 13 points, while Bertram, riding 
a 430cc Husky, was down 15 points. 
There were three checks in the last 
40 miles with the last 10 miles run 
at 30 mph average; Hines also turned 
in the best scores of the day through 
those three checks, zeroing the ninth

check and dropping two each at 10 
and 11. Bertram went zero, two and 
three through the last three checks 
for his 20 point total and finished 
second overall. 

Hines, with three wins and one 
second-place finish after the fourth 
round of the 12 race series (where 
only 10 races are used to determine 
the winner) can break Husqvarna’s 
grip on the National Enduro Cham- 
pionship that begin with “King 
Richard” Burleson’s eight year reign 
in the mid-70s and continued, 
unbroken into the Terry Cun- 
ningham era of the ’80s. 

Kawasaki's liquid smooth Jeff 
Fredette, riding a KDX200, stepped 
out of character and touched a trée 
in the first section wiping out his 
front fender headlight and electronic 
time-keeping equipment. But 
Fredette was up to the challenge of 
manually dividing by two and mul- 
tiplying by five, dropping 21 points 
for third overall. “It cost me a point 
or two not to have the computer,” 
said Fredette, “but what hurt the 
most was not having a few more ccs, 
so I could run faster in those long 
sandy sections. I was coming in on 
the wrong side of the flip cards by 
just seconds.” 

High point A rider, Kurt Hough 
riding a CR250 from Greenrose 
Honda, also had an encounter with 
a tree. “I’ve hit trees before,” said 
Hough displaying a bark burn from 
his right wrist to the shoulder, “but 
this tree I shoulder blocked. It didn’t 
tip me over but it squeezed all the 
air right out of me and I had trouble 
getting my breath; it was a while 
before I felt all right again.” (Hough 
was down 17 points going into the 
last 40 mile loop and then ballooned 
to 27 points.) 

Mike Toole stayed away from: the 
trees but still dropped 27 points to 
finish fourth overall and three points 
ahead of fellow Husky rider Jeff 
Russell. 

Husqvarna rider Randy Hawkins, 








recovering from knee surgery, rode 
his first National of the ’87 season 
and said, “I knew what I wanted to 
do, but I just couldn’t do it. I didn’t 
think I could lose my rhythm that 
fast. Anyway I don’t feel too bad, at 
= I finished.” (Hawkins dropped 

-) 

The only four-stroke rider in the 
AAs Drew Smith (Honda 250) 
dropped a very respectable 37 points 
but said, “I was just hanging on out 
there. I felt like a high performance 
engine running on low-test-octane; 
I was pinging all over the place. But 
I do want to express my thanks to 
the club, they did an excellent job.” 

Bob Bean, riding a 350cc KTM 
from his own shop, dropped 31 
points and spoiled Husqvarna’s grip 
on the top five spots in the Open 
A class. 

Honda rider Joe Zierman aced the 
250cc A class with a score of 29 and 
finished sixth overall. Second and 
third required David Pucherich and 
Eric Huffley, both Honda riders with 
scores of 35, to go to the tie-breaker. 
Pucherich got the nod. Fourth and 
fifth between Rodney Wink and 
Kevin Hiller also needed the tie- 
breaker after both dropped 45; Rod- 
ney got the win. 

Kawasaki rider Harvey Whipple 
won the 200cc A class despite prob- 
lems with a shock bolt in the third 
loop. “It wouldn't have been so bad,” ~ 
said Harvey, “but I carried those 
points through the last three checks, 
and to make it worse I had time to 
fix the problem. I sat there at the 
last reset waiting to leave and when 
I got ready to leave I found out the 
shock wouldn't work.” 

Chuck Craig, from Des Moines, 
Iowa, had a different sort of time 
problem. Craig won the Senior A 
class riding a 430cc Husky, dropping 
49 points but was having trouble 
getting the three riders he came with, 
who hadn’t trophied, to wait until 
trophy time. 

Another Iowan, Keith Bowden

charged a Can-Am all day and scored 
66 points for high point B. 

After the race, riders were treated 
to a wealth of contingency prizes 
from Aero PA of Elgin, Illinois; 
MCC of Lombard, Illinois; Spectro 
Oils of Mid-America; Power Motors 
of Palatine, Illinois; Jones Goggles; 
Hallman USA; Fredette Racing 
Products and Off-Road Products of 
Wonsocket, Rhode Island. 

Dave Rawleigh and Cissy Webb, 
trail coordinators said, “We had 
103.2: ground miles with about 70% 
off-road. We had some virgin trails 
but most of it was established. There 
wasn’t anything tricky, we put in 
resets to minimize the road racing, 
but we did place some of the checks 
so that lost points would be carried.” 

“I was surprised,” said Rawleigh, 

“that so many points were lost in 
the last check where we raised the 
speed to 30 mph average. I’m sure 
that if that had been in the front of 
the run the AAs would have zeroed 
it. All those sand whoops, they had 
to be getting tired.” 

Terry Cunningham, 1986 
National Enduro Champion, still 
recovering from surgery to his left 
knee — the result of a riding mishap 
early in the season — did a high 
speed get-off in the first section and 
broke his right leg. It was a clean 
break but will require surgery 
because of a previous injury. Cun- 
ningham will be out of action for 
the season. e

Team Suzuki took their second National 
Endurance win of the 1987 season, by 
running a quick but smooth pace on their

hours of racing; two separate red 
flags delayed the racing for an hour 
and a half. 

Genesis Racing put in their finest 
performance of the year; riders Ken 
Welty, Mark Heiser and Tony DeS- 
imone rode the team’s Yamaha 
FZR1000 to second place with 197 
laps. Just 16 seconds behind Genesis 
was the Human Race Team on a 
Yamaha FZR750. The Human Race 
Team remains the series leader after 
four rounds. 

Harth is making a tradition out 
of leading the opening laps and it 
was no different at Blackhawk. Team 
Suzuki’s GSXR rocketed off the line 
first followed by Kurt Hall on the 
Human Race Yamaha and Fubar 
Racing’s Suzuki. : 

Doug Polen entered the race as 
Team Texas on his GSXR1100. 
Polen wasn’t out to win the race, he 
just wanted to get track time to test 
tire compounds and set his machine

up for the following day’s contin- 
gency paying production races. 
Team Texas made his presence felt 
early by taking over the lead on the 
sixth lap. Polen pulled out of the 
race soon afterwards, but he came out 
again later in the race and broke his 
own track record he set last year, 
getting down to a one-minute, 13- 
second lap time. 

As Team Suzuki held a steady lead 
on the field, several class battles were 
already heating up. Todd Poindexter 
was léading the Mediumweight 
Production class early aboard the 
PDQ Racing Yamaha FZ600 until 
Gene Burcham chased him down 
and took the lead on the Dreyer 
Racing CBX600 Hurricane by the 
fourth lap. In the Lightweight class, 
Probst Brothers Racing (Yamaha 
RZ350) stayed on the rear wheel of 
FBI Racing (Kawasaki EX500) in the 
early stages of the race. 

At the end of the first hour four 
teams were on the lead lap. Team 
Suzuki led followed by Human Race, 
Fubar Racing and Team Gamma, 
who switched from a GSXR750 to 
a GSXRI1100 for the rest of the 
season. 

A quick check on lap times at the 
one-hour, 30-minute mark, revealed 
that the Human Race Team and 
Fubar Racing were the fastest teams 
at that point turning low 1:19s. 

Carroll was a bit off the pace, 
turning mid 1:21s on the Team 
Suzuki machine. Carroll. complained 
that the muscles in his forearms 
fatigued early forcing him to slow 
the pace: 

As the race was closing in on the 
two-hour mark, a four-bike pileup 
and the resulting oil spill that caused 
three other machines to go down in 
the following laps, brought out the 
red flag. Several of the top running 
teams went down in turn one, 
including Mediumweight Produc- 
tion leader Team Tontory and 
Lightweight leader FBI. Most of the 
bikes sustained minor damage and 
were able to reenter the race. The one 
exception was the Harley-Davidson- 
sponsored Team Next Door I; the 
Next Door foundation is a social 





organization based in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, and two teams raised 
$2000 by getting pledges on the 
number of laps they completed. 
Team Next Door II went on to win 
the Lightweight class on their Kawa- 
saki/Spectro/ Yokohama-sponsored 
Kawasaki EX500. 

Twenty minutes after the red flag 
the race was back underway with 
Team Suzuki still on top. Even 
though everything seemed to be 
going fairly well for the team, Harth 
blasted some of his fellow compet- 
itors after his first time out. “They 
ought to put some of those guys on 
minibikes so the fast teams could be 
by them faster.” 

Dan Chivington just back from the 
TransAtlantic Match races, donated 
his riding services to the Team Next 
Door II effort. Chivington was 
having a blast riding the quick- 
handling EX500, driving around 
machines with twice the 

«displacement. 

Next Door II’s lap times didn’t 
suffer much when Chivington got off 
the bike. The team had assembled 
a star-filled cast of riders with Ed Key 
and Scott Zampach teaming with 
Chivington. 

The Lightweight class has become 
very competitive this year with 
EX500s racing against Yamaha 
RZ350s and several bootleg Yamaha 
FZR400s. Next Door II’s talent was 
too much for the rest of the field even 
though Zampach rode the last hour 
without front brakes. 

Solmax Racing was plagued with 
bad luck, breaking one front wheel 
and seriously bending another on 
the track’s abundant alligator 
bumps. Even with the problems 
Solmax finished fourth in the Hea- 
vyweight Production class on their 
Yamaha FZR1000. 

Another red flag came out at the 
halfway point in the race due to one 
of the track ambulances breaking 
down while the other was transport- 
ing a rider. The second delay lasted 
over an hour. 

When the race was restarted for the 
second time it was down to under 
two hours to go and several duels 
would go to the wire. 

Team Suzuki maintained a one lap 
lead going into the last hour with 
Fubar still very much in the hunt 
only one lap down. Team Gamma 
was adjusting well to the new 1100cc 
bike and held a solid third, followed 
by a very close race between Human 
Race and Genesis Racing. 

Team Velocity had built up a solid 
three-lap lead over Miller Low-Life 
Racing in the Mediumweight Super- 
bike class. Blackhawk specialist Dave 
Klosterman’ and Mike Treadaway 
had the Thomson Honda-backed 
Team Velocity CBX600 Hurricane in 
seventh overall with one hour to go. 

Team St. Louis held-a very slim 
lead in the Mediumweight Produc- 
tion class over Dreyer Racing going 
into the last hour; both teams were 
Honda CBX600 Hurricane- 
mounted. Next Door II had their 
Kawasaki EX500 in the Lightweight 
lead, but Orient Express Yamaha 
(FZR400) and FBI (EX500) were not 
far behind. Zampach would have to 
nurse his one-lap lead on ailing 
brakes. 

Fubar Racing’s chances at a win 
came to an end just after the five- 
hour mark, when the team’s Suzuki 
GSXR lost a header pipe. The team 
retired and finished in 36th place. 

Team St. Louis also watched 
their lead in Mediumweight Produc- 
tion vanish when their brakes went 
away. Bob Marquardt commented on 
St. Louis’ last hour. “Gaines over- 
shot the pits on the last stop, he 
warned me that the brakes were 
going, I went flying into turn one 
and sure enough, no brakes.”

Dreyer Racing made a NASCAR 
like pit stop on their last stop and 
Gene Burcham went back out to take 
the Mediumweight Production win. 
“I don’t think we’re doing too 
badly,” said Dreyer Racing’s Gary 
Jeffries. “In two years Dreyer Racing 
has entered four endurance races and 
weve won twice and took second 
twice.” 

Up front Harth was insuring a 
Suzuki win by turning quick lap 
times even though the Suzuki front 
wheel was another victim of the 
alligator bumps and had a large dent. 
Luckily for the team the front tire 
didn’t go flat like Solmax Racing's 
had. 

The fierce race in the Heavyweight 
Production -class carried Genesis 
Racing and The Human Race Team 


2 8 past Team Gamma in the last hour. 





Genesis, taking full advantage of the 
rules, was running slicks (allowed 
in WERA production rules until 
production-based race tires are avail- 
able for the Yamaha FZR1000) and 
had a 150cc advantage on Human 
Race’s Yamaha FZR750. The differ- 
ence at the checkered flag was 16 
seconds between the teams. 

An interesting side note in the 
outcome of the race was that four 
manufacturers were represented in 
the top 10. 

Saturday’s practice in the endu- 
rance race paid off for Polen during 
Sunday’s sprint action. Polen won 
both the A and the B Production 
races on his Texas Hyperformance/ 
AGV/Dunlop-sponsored Suzuki 
GSXRs. Polen didn’t have an easy 
time of winning, especially in B 
Production. 





In the heat race Polen jumped the 
start and was docked a lap. If that 
wasn’t enough, Donnie Rowe accid- 
entally ran into Polen on the cool 
down lap causing Polen to crash. 
Polen’s helmet, face and leathers 
were covered with dust, and he only 
had a few minutes to get ready for 
the A Production race. Anyone 
would have understood if Polen 
would have decided to skip the race, 
but the undaunted Texan went out 
and soundly beat the field. 

In the B Production final Polen 
started on the last row, but after 
slicing through the field he passed 
leaders Chivington, John Eiden- 
berger and finally Harth on the last 
two laps to take a spectacular come- 
from-behind win. 

“When they put me on the back 
row I told them (track officials) that 














all it would do was delay me for a 
few laps,” Polen said. “I was even 
more determined to win after that.” 

Polen steadily pulled away from 
Harth, Chivington and Zampach to 
take an easy win in A Production. 
Polen’s bikes were running Dunlop 
K591 tires; Dunlop seems to be 
challenging Michelin’s long stand- 
ing production racing tire domina- 
tion almost solely on the shoulders 
of Polen. z

Knapp scores Lost 
Angels upset win

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAY 10 


Husky pilot Dale Knapp scored an upset 
victory at the Lost Angels National Hare 
& Hound, holding off a strong field of 
competitors and becoming the first rider to 


overall one of this year’s 
championship events aboard 
a 250cc motorcycle. So far this 
year, the series has been dom- 


inated by riders on Open class 
machines. 

Knapp, son of ex-desert racing 

eat Art Knapp, grabbed the lead 
rom Team Honda’s Dan Ashcraft 
going into loop two of the 75-mile 
event and stayed out in front to take 
the checkered flag with a comfortable 
winning margin of almost two 
minutes. 

“Damn I’m happy,” the 19-year- 
old, southern California AMA/ 
District 37 regular told Cycle News. 
“It’s about time I got first and I did 
it ina National event. I feel so good.” 





Round five of the series was 
originally scheduled for Cherry 
Creek, Utah, on May 24, but was 
turned over to District 37’s Lost 
Angels M.C. when Cherry Creek 
organizers pulled out of the series in 
March. 

The Lost Angels drew a large field 
for the Mother’s Day event, and when 
the banner dropped for the nine a.m. 
start, the first bike off the line was 
piloted by last year’s series runner- 
up, Ashcraft. In an all-out push to 
grab the early lead, the Team Honda 
ace had traded his usual four-stroke 
for a faster-off-the-line CR500. The 
move paid off and Ashcraft smoked 
the competition in the uphill charge 
towards the smoke bomb. 

Knapp was pushing hard in

second overall as the field swept past 
the bomb, with fellow 250cc hotshot 
Darin Cartwright (Yamaha) hard on 
his heels. T 

Further back in the pack, as the 
racers picked up the pink-ribboned 
trail, was Paul Krause (Honda 
CR500), the dominating force in the 
last two rounds of the series. After 
overalling rounds three and four, 
Krause went into round five deter- 
mined to close the points gap held 
by defending champ Dan Smith. 
Smith, who has an impressive total 
of two wins, one second and one 
third in the nine-event series, was 


‘competing in the 14-day Rally de 


Atlas in Africa at the time of the Lost 
Angels event. 

As the racers headed into the 35- 
mile first loop, they left one of the 
top contenders in the Vet Class 
behind. Paul Bennett, a 38-year-old 
rider from Phoenix, Arizona, who 
had the series point lead in the Over- 
30 division with an impressive two 
wins and one second going into 
round five, crashed on the bomb run 
and later died at Ridgecrest Com- 
munity Hospital, reportedly from 
head and chest injuries. Bennett, 
who captured eighth overall in 
round four of the Nationals at Plaster 
City, will be sadly missed by his 
friends and fellow competitors. 

Loop one provided some challeng- 
ing riding for the championship 
contenders, pitting the racers against 
tight, rocky terrain, grueling cross 
grain and an often hard-to-follow 
course. 

As race leader Ashcraft said, “I got 
a lot of surprises in the first loop. 
There were very few danger mark- 
ings out there and parts of the course 
were almost impossible to. follow. 
You’d come over a rise and there’d 





be no markings anywhere. No rib- 
bon, no arrows — just nothing.” 

Krause, also had problems with 
the course markings. “The markings 
were the worst thing about the whole 
race,” he said. “The trail itself was 
really good — they just marked it 
poorly and that made it frustrating. 
You couldn’t go fast because you 
were afraid of running into things 
that weren’t marked.” 

Despite losing the trail twice, 
Ashcraft kept the pace going 
throughout the rugged first loop. 
The Team Honda hotshot held the 
lead the whole way and was out in 
front of second-place Knapp by 
almost a minute when he stormed 
into the pits. Cartwright was still 
holding onto third, but the hard- 
charging Krause had elbowed his 
way into fourth and was hard on the 
Yamaha pilot’s heels as they entered 
pit row. 

Charlie Morris, Jr. (Suzuki) was 
pushing hard in fifth, and Dan 
Dawson (Kawasaki) had the lead in 
the Vet division in sixth overall. Kirk. 
Kovaleff continued his domination 
of District 37’s Amateur ranks in 12th 
overall, with the first 125cc machine, 
a YZ125 piloted by 16-year-old Ron 
Jennings, racing into the pits in 15th 
overall. 

The race looked like a sure bet for 
Ashcraft as he headed out into the 
40-mile second loop, but, just a few 
miles into the course, the leader’s 
luck changed. 

“I hit a section where there were 
no course markings at all,” Ashcraft 
explained. ‘‘I’d got lost a couple of 
times in the first loop, and I thought 
I was lost again, so I turned around 
and was riding back to try to find 
some ribbon. I was still looking 
when Dale (Knapp) went by me. I

don’t know how he knew where he 
was going, but I turned around to 
follow him. Eventually we found 
some more ribbon but that put me 
back in second. Getting lost cost me 
the race.” 

Out in front of the field, Knapp 
was giving the race everything he 
had. After managing only third 
overall in his best series finish before 
the Lost Angels event, the Husky 
privateer was determined to keep the 
competition at bay and was hard on 
the gas in the twisty section through 
Searle Mountains. 

“When I passed Dan (Ashcraft), he 
came back around and was right on 
my butt,” said Knapp. ‘We raced like 
that for a long time but he didn’t 
catch me. I was going like crazy 
trying to stay in front of him.” 

Despite a hard drive from the 
tenacious Honda pilot, Knapp just 
couldn’t be caught, and as the second 
loop turned in toward the finish line, 
the 250cc Husky was ahead by just 
over two minutes. Even a flat rear 
tire five miles out from the finish 
couldn't slow Knapp's winning 
drive. The Husky pilot charged 
home to take the checkered flag with 
his two minute winning margin 
almost intact, and also became the 
first 250 pilot to overall a series event 
this year. 

“That was great,” said Knapp, 
who was so thrilled with his win that 
he could hardly stand still. “I had 
such a good race. I liked the course 
very much, and I had no problems 
at all except for the back flat right 
at end. It felt so good to be out in 
front.” 

Knapp thanked Mitch Payton of 
Pro Circuit and William, the new 
owner of Van Nuys Suzuki, for their 
help. 

Back in second overall, Ashcraft 
was not nearly as happy with his 
ride. 

‘Tm so bummed — I wanted to 
win this thing so bad,” he said. “I’m 
really bummed that I got lost. I had 
the thing won right up ’til then. 

“The course itself was good and 
pretty challenging, it just wasn’t 
marked well enough,” said Ashcraft, 
who is sponsored by Hondaline/ 
Scott/Shoei/Honda Oils/Pro Cir- 
cuit. “I was hitting things all over 
the place out there. I hit one ditch 
that wasn’t danger marked so hard 
I put the bars down onto the tank.” 

Krause’s charge from behind took 
him past Cartwright about halfway 
around loop two and into third 
overall at the finish line. 
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After racing for 500 kilometers, Team 
Hyper Cycle riders Carry Andrew and Jeff 
Herzog claimed the overall win in the 


AMA US Endurance Series at Elkhart Lake, 
WI. Their talent and Kal-Gard’s KG-4 gave 
them the edge needed to win. Congratula- 

tions to both on a job well done! 
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Darin Cartwright rode his Montclair Yamaha/ Austin. Racing YZ250 to 


fourth overall, second 250. 








Yamaha-mounted Ron Jennings captured the win in the 125cc Expert 


class and finished 12th overall. 





“T just had a bad day,” said Krause, 
who thanked Hallman, Spectro, 
Answer, ‘Renthall, Metzler, Cham- 
pion Spark Plugs, Neal Enterprise, 
Shoei, IMS, Scott and F&L Racing 
Fuels. 

“I got a bad start and things didn’t 
get much better after that, either,” 
he said. “I got out of the hole okay, 

_but the bike just didn’t pick up, and 
I was back in the dust all the way 
trying to catch up. 

“As far as the course went, it 
needed a lot more markings,” said 
Krause. “I blew almost every turn on 
the second loop. I got lost, and with 





no danger markings, I fell a few times 
as well. I ended up deciding to take 
it easy and just try to ride safely.” 

Still on the gas right to the finish 
line was Cartwright, who brought 
home his Montclair Yamaha/ Austin 
Racing-sponsored YZ250 in fourth 
overall (second 250). 

“T could see Dale (Knapp) and Dan 
(Ashcraft) in the first half of the race, 
but I couldn’t catch them,” said 
Cartwright. “They were just going 
too fast for me. I’m pretty happy with 
fourth though.” 

Cartwright was followed in by 
Open Husky pilot Don Griewe 
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Knapp, the first rider this season to win a National hare & hound on 
a 250cc motorcycle, takes the checkered flag. 





(Uptite Husky/Cagiva/Smith/ 
Answer/International Motorsport) 
and YZ250 ace Cliff Thomas, who 
thundered across the finish line 
without a silencer. 

“I loved the course,” said Griewe. 
“It had a lot of tight terrain, some 
rocks, uphills, downhills, sand 
washes — a little bit of everything. 
It would've been even better if I'd 
got a decent start. It took me four 
et going and I was back 
about 30th at the bomb and then I 
got a front flat. I was playing catch 
up in the dust all day.” 

Seventh overall went to National 
series regular Scott Morris (Husq- 
varna) of Las Vegas, Nevada. 

“Tt was a lot better than a typical 
District 37 course. I liked it a lot,” 
Morris said. “There was a lot more 
virgin terrain that wasn’t whooped 
out like it normally is here.” 

Still out in front of the C-class 
when the checkered flag fell was the 
Yamaha of Ron Jennings, who is 
backed by Riverside Motorcycle 
Center/Grandsport. 

“T crashed a couple of times but 
it was pretty fun,” said Jennings, 
who finished 12th in the overall 
standings. “I just tried to not make 
any mistakes.” 

Second place in the 125cc division 
went to Idaho rider Jeff Miller 
(Honda), who deserved a special 
award for dedication to desert racing. 
After working late on Friday, the 
Coors Extra Gold-sponsored rider 
drove all night to make it down from 
Idaho in time for the race, arriving 
just four hours before the starting 
banner dropped. 

“Tm a bit tired, but I thought the 
race was great,” said Miller. “The 
first loop was all rocks and I loved 
that, but the second loop got so 
darned fast — way too fast for me.” 

Third in the 125cc ranks went to 
Edd Price, who just returned from 
Air Force duty in Germany. 

Dan Dawson of the Viewfinder’s 
M.C. finished eighth overall to take 





a wire-to-wire win in the Vet class, 
despite feeling a little off-color 
during the race. 

“Tt was a good course, but I went 
to a bachelors party for my brother 
last night, and I’m a bit sick and a 
bit dehydrated today,” said the 
Kawasaki rider. 

Dawson’s nearest Over-30 rival 
was Husky 500 pilot Mike Mulcon- 
ery of the Checkers M.C. who fin- 
ished back in 16th overall. 

“I thought I had Dan,” said 
Mulconery. “I saw him three or four 
times. That sucker is just in better 
condition than me, but I'll get him 
in the next one.” 

Third in the Vet division went-to 
Wayne Carlton (20th overall) who 
battled it out throughout the race 
with Lew Wright, winner in the Vet 
250 class. 

Richard Jackson (Husqvarna) 
smoked the Senior Open division in 
22nd overall, and So.Cal. M.C.’s Ron 
Hall took the honors in the Senior 
250 ranks. 

A very tired Kurt Horst (Kawasaki) 
took the honors in the Super Senior 
division. Horst was followed in by 
fellow Super Senior Jim Main 
(Husqvarna). °

The dual-purpose 
way to have fun

The California license plate on a bright red, 
$21,000, Audi 4000S Quattro sports car read 
— 4 MIN RDS. It was fighting its way 


around slower traffic down a tight, twisty, 


two-lane highway in the San 
Bernardino Mountains. Rid- 
ing a few cars behind the 


Quattro, Kinney and I also 
searched for clear lines around the 
slower cars on our $1,800, 250cc, 
single-cylinder, four-stroke dual- 
purpose bikes. At that point, we had 
only one intention in mind, and that 
was to catch up to that exotic four- 
wheel drive sports car and pass it. 

A few miles down the hill, the 
Quattro slipped by its last obstacle, 
and a couple of turns later, Kinney 
and I had done the same. It was clear 
sailing ahead — just us against the 
Quattro. 

Holding the throttle open longer 
and braking harder into the tight 
curves and leaning the bikes farther 
over through the corners than we 
had, Kinney and I slowly reeled in 
the expensive German-made car, 
until we could see the driver’s eyes 
peering into her rear-view mirror. 

The duel was on. 

Turn after turn, the Quattro 
picked up its pace but couldn’t shake 





us loose and wasn’t about to let us 
pass, either. Miles later, Kinney 
decided he had enough of this and 
was the first to make a move. He 
pulled to the outside in a short 
straight and made a clean pass on 
the Quattro before hauling his bike 
in for a sweeping left hand turn. 
Once ahead of the Quattro, Kinney 
waved goodbye and pulled away. 

I had it easier, because a few turns 
later, the two-lane road widened into 
a twisty four-lane highway. About 
a mile and a half later, I went for 
it and motored alongside the Quat- 
tro’s right side through a left turn. 
We stayed side-by-side through the 
next short straight until I went for 
the kill in the next right hander, 
where I cleanly pulled ahead of the 
racey red sports car. I eventually 
caught up to Kinney, who was 
waiting for me down the hill. I came 
riding up next to Kinney, we gave 
each other thumbs up, and we 
continued down the mountain as if 
nothing had happened. 
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That was just one of many inci- 
dents experienced by two of three 
riders whose plan it was to find out 
just how much fun can be had on 
dual-purpose motorcycles. Everyone 
has heard hard-core dirt riders say 
that off-road riding can’t be fun if 
you’re not riding a Honda CR250, 
and there are numerous canyon 
racers who claim you can’t have fun 
on the street if you’re not riding a 
Suzuki GSXR1000. 

We found out differently. 

We obtained three, equally-sized 
dual purpose motorcycles — a 
Honda XL250, a Kawasaki KLR250 
and a Yamaha XT350 (all 1987 
models) — and our plan was to go 
on a one-day street/trail ride, just to 
see what would happen. Here’s what 
took place. 
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Actually, Kinney Jones, Mike 
Larson and I cheated a little by 
starting our ride early in the evening 
and riding to the mountains where 
we would stay overnight and get an 
early start the next morning.

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Through the late afternoon haze, we were glad to reach the relaxing 
open roads after spending much of the day riding on tight, twisty trails. 


the 45 mph speed limit on some of 
the long uphill straights, especially 
on the 250s, despite laying flat on 
the motorcycles with our chests 
resting on the gas tanks for less wind 
resistance. Even Kinney, who was 
riding the XT350, was poking along. 
The straights got pretty boring after 
awhile, but once the road narrowed 
down and became tight and twisty, 
the fun began. 

By this time I had put on my jacket 
and had switched 250s with Mike, 
who was riding the Honda. I then 
led Kinney and Mike up the moun- 
tain. With the moon shining over- 
head, our headlights were the only 
source of artificial light as we began 
racing each other through the turns. 
Squeezing every ounce of horsep- 
ower from the small-bore motors, we 
were barely reaching speeds fast 
enough to require us to back off the 
throttle through the corners. Because 
of the darkness, we had to react 
quickly for each turn when it popped 
into view of the headlights. It was 
like being inside a video game. 

Kinney was always inches behind 
my rear fender, and Mike kept cløse 
tabs on Kinney. We freight-trained 
our way along as we zig-zagged 
through turns for the next 20 miles. 
Mike’s headlight cast shadows of the 
two front riders on the mountain 
walls. As we edged closer toward the 
top of the mountain, it began getting 
colder and colder, to the point where 
it was beginning to get difficult just 
to turn the throttle. My arms stif- 
fened up and didn’t want to work 
anymore. Not a moment too soon, 
we reached our $50-a-night lodge, 
where we slept the night. 

Early next morning, we hopped 
back onto our bikes and went search- 
ing for some challenging dirt trails. 
We found one trail that was tight, 
had switchbacks and was filled with 
loose rocks and stationary roots. It 
was a trial I’ve ridden before on 
serious enduro bikes, but I had never 
been on it on a dual-purpose bike. 
I thought it would be a serious task 
on the-DPs, but I soon found out 








I was wrong. I muscled the XL250 
along and was having a great time 
weaving the bike around trees and 
boulders. The motorcycle’s short 
wheelbase, smooth power and plush 
suspension made the Honda a plea- 
sure to ride. The three of us 
regrouped at the bottom of the hill 
before we crossed a streambed and 
headed back up another narrow, 
twisty trail along the side of a 
mountain. This trail was more 
difficult, thanks to some well-placed 
logs, one particular rock section and 
three or four nearly 360° switchbacks. 

Through this section it took some 
time to get to the top. It was on this 
trail I began feeling the Honda’s 
weight, compared to the lighter 
enduro bikes I’ve ridden here so 
many times. But I had to admit to 
myself that the bike wasn’t a KDX200 
or a KTM, but a dual-purpose 
motorcycle that I had legally ridden 
through the middle of town earlier 
in the morning to get to the trail. 
I couldn’t do that on my KTM. 

With that in mind, I kept plugging 
away over the rocks and was really 
enjoying myself, while Kinney was 

“trials-ing’’ up on the XT350. But 
Mike found himself on the side of 
his KLR250, pushing and clutching 
it over one nasty section of sharp- 
edged rock slabs, but he made it. It’s 
a tough section on any bike. 

We started down the other side of 
the hill, which was a piece of cake 
compared to the uphill. After a short 
break to catch our breath, way out 
in the middle of nowhere, we 
switched bikes and found some dirt 
roads to slide around on. The three 
of us were trying to stuff each other 
through the turns, passing and 
repassing one another in a compet- 
itive but friendly fashion. This went 
on for miles until the dirt road 
narrowed down to a wide, bumpy 
and twisty trail. A sign leading into 
the trail said that four-wheeled 
vehicles weren’t recommended — no 
problem here. 

The trail featured about five miles

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~ When Kit and I started talkin 

about exploring mountain 
trails on dual-purpose bikes, I 
was definitely enthused but 
somewhat skeptical about the idea. 
But now that the ride is cver and 
done with, I'm ready to do it all over 
again. 

When I started out my dirt riding 
career, one of my first bikes was a 
dual-purpose bike — the “classic” 
1972 Honda XL250. This bike was 
overly heavy, extremely underpo- 
wered and, to say the least, under- 
suspended. But, being the diehard 
that I am, I spent many fun hours 
riding the beast. I rode the wheels 


~ off that bike. I used it like a moto- 


~ crosser, as an enduro bike and even 
as a trials bike, but 1 soon moved 
__ on to bigger and better things. 
Riding dual-purpose bikes today 
much more fun than it was back 
when I had my XL250. Most DP 


ikes these days have decent power, , 
-cushy suspension and handle fairly 


well, both on and off the road. 

All three of the bikes we rode are 
good performers. They aren’t mega- 
` horsepower hyperbikes that can 
: sneak up on you and get you into 
trouble — they are just big enough. 
They can hold an easy cruising speed 
on the freeway and when you hit one 
of those winding roads, the bikes 
handle great. I think that the term 
“dual-purpose” is a little misleading 
~- they are really multi-purpose 
machines. 

All I had to do on the twisty 
mountain roads was back off the 
throtue a litle, lean into the turn 
and gas it coming out of the corner. 
Kit, Kinney and I had a great close- 
formation battle all the way up the 
mountain without riding over our 
heads. 

When we finally hit the wails the 
next morning, the bikes easily held 
their own. Some of trails were 
fireroads, others were almost trials- 
like sections. All the bikes made it

of turns, drop-aways, water crossings 
and a wide variety of terrain. It was 
just too much fun and didn’t last 
long enough, but we could’ve done 
without the huge swarm of lady bugs 
traveling in the opposite direction.

There was a huge crowd 
of people standing outside a movie 
theatre waiting to get in, and when 
we rode past, completely clad in our 
full-on motocross gear, everyone just 
stopped, turned their heads and 
stared. It was a scream, but I guess 
we did look a little strange. Even one 
of the town’s sheriff cars made a 
quick U-turn and followed us 
around for a block or two. But we 
were perfectly legal, no matter how 


we looked.

After the three of us gathered at 
the base of the hill, we had one major 
obstacle ahead of us — a wide, 
engine-case-deep creek crossing. It 
required careful line picking to get 
around rocks and the deep water 
sections in the creek. Kinney walked 
across the stream to take pictures of 
Mike and I, so I ended up riding both 
the KLR and XT across, while Mike 
rode the XL. None of the bikes 
missed a beat in the cold, deep water, 
but the XT did throw a chain in the 
deepest section of the crossing when 
the rear sprocket hit a hidden rock. 
We managed to put the chain back 
on the sprockets with the rear hub 
completely submerged in the water. 

Back on dry ground, we found a 
smooth dirt road and started to head 
back toward the nearest town (wher- 
ever that was) to get gas. We were 
all running low on fuel and the KLR 
was almost out. About a mile later, 
the XT started to cough — again — 
then it backfired and keeled over for 
good. 

A quick check of the spark plug 
revealed a dead ignition. Not good! 

It was mid-afternoon and I had 
visions of spending the night with 
Yogi the Bear. I knew if we tried to 
push the bike back it would take a 
week, and if Kinney and Mike rode 
down the mountain to get a truck, 
it would be dark by the time they 
got back and they probably would 
get lost in the night. So, we started 
transferring gas from the XT to the 
KLR with an empty beer can we 
found alongside the road, when our 
worries came to an end. Luckily, a 
guy and two girls came by in a brand 
new Nissan 4x4 pick-up truck and 
offered to give us a ride back to town. 
We immediately threw the XT in the 
back of his truck and he drove me 
to the nearest gas station, while Mike 
and Kinney followed unfortu- 





nately, the Yamaha ended up putting 
a huge gouge in the guy’s truck 
during the ride back. (He’s sending 
us an estimate in the mail). 

Stranded at the gas station, we had 
no choice but to call someone to pick 
up the XT, and that someone tutned 
out to be Kinney’s wife, who ended 
up driving Kinney’s van (which she 
hates to drive) all the way up the 
mountain to pick us up. After calling 
and telling her the news, Kinney 
came back to us and said smiling, 
“She’s coming up, but she ain’t 
happy.” © 

After waiting about an hour-and- 
a-half, Kinney’s wife showed up, but 
in good humor, and I loaded the 
Yamaha into the van. But we had 
a new problem — three riders and 
only two bikes. One of us would have 
to ride back in the van. Mike gra- 
ciously volunteered. 

As the sun threatened to set, 
Kinney and I let the van have a head 
start before we began our ride down 
the mountainside. Kinney and I 
raced each other down the straights 
and through the turns on the little 
250s, passing slower traffic in the 
process. 

It was then that Kinney and I 
spotted this little red sports car up 
ahead, zig-zagging through 
tatic..

We ended up having as much fun 
on our dual-purpose ride as we've 
had on any other, proving to me, at 
least, that dual-purpose bikes can be 
a blast, contrary to some rumors. 

There’s nothing better than being 
able to strap on your gear and to ride 
right out of your garage without 
worrying about loading bikes into 
a truck or van, then spending the 
next hour or so driving to your 
favorite riding area.

Lojak scores 
Spring Fireball win

TARENTUM, PA, APR. 26 


Stan Lojak carried on a family tradition 
Sunday when he claimed the overall victory 
at the Spring Fireball round of the Grand 
National Cross Country Series. Lojak 


bagged the win after strong 
challenges from Yamaha- 
mounted Duane Connor, Fred 
Hoess, and race-long rival 
Scott Plessinger. Nearly 300 riders 
attended the race which was pro- 
duced by WorldSports in conjunc- 
tion with the Fawn Township 
volunteer Fire Department. 

The first wave of dead engine 
starters featured the 250cc and Open 
Experts with perennial favorite Ron 
Lojak blasting into the lead from an 
unusual grid position, nearly 50 
yards away from the rest of his 
competitors. Lojak felt that his spot 
would allow him to straighten out 
the rolling left-handed first turn. 
The strategy worked, though Husky- 
mounted hotshoe Hoess was the 
leader-at the end of the first loop. 
Stan Lojak, mounted on a Yamaha, 
was next, followed by 250cc A riders 
Connor, Plessinger, Kawasaki pilot 
Dave Fallas, moonlighting moto- 
crosser Dave. Santi, and Saturday 
afternoon mountain bike race 
winner Tom Harris. 

The trails used in the event proved 
to be extremely challenging after a 
week of wet weather, despite the 





efforts by the Sunday sunshine to dry 
the course out. The combination of 
tough, yet rideable trails kept the 
competition close and the racers 
satisfied. Proof of the rider’s satis- 
faction could be found in the 250cc 
B class, where 26 riders out of nearly 
60 finished within a lap of the 
winning Lojak in the three-hour 
race. 

Besides early leader Hoess several 
other riders took turns at the head 
of the pack before Lojak iced the win. 
Connor, Plessinger, and Ron Lojak 
each mounted a charge.to the front 
of the pack, while Fallas, Harris and 
Santi kept everyone honest while 
staying within striking distance. 
Kentucky’s Scott Summers, another 
mountain bike competitor, also 
engineered an exceptional ride on his 
Four-Stroke Honda, eventually win- 
ning his class while scoring fourth 
overall. 

Late in the race the condition of 
the track began to improve, and the 
resulting close competition saw 
Martin Daubert win the 250cc B class 
by a mere 10 seconds over North 
Carolina’s Buren Hamrick. The 
Honda trio of Mike Treadway, 
Gregory Payne, and Jim Miller 
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Scott Plessinger was holding the lead on the last lap of the race, but 


the Can-Am rider crashed, handing the win to Lojak.

ended up 3-4-5. In the Junior class 
Tom Marchese piloted his Dirty 
Harry’s KTM to the first place prize, 
narrowly defeating a fatigued John 
Ayers and Don Cannon. 

In the Open B class Paul Michels 
raced his Can-Am to the win over 
Kevin Condon and Yamaha- 
mounted Glenn Schaffer. Thomas 
Mershimer topped a field of nearly 
50 200cc B ndes with Paul Muckle 
and Kawasaki-mounted Buddy West 
rounding out the top three. John 
Kubli and Johny Lee each earned the 
distinction of putting an entire lap 
on the rest of the riders in their 
respective classes. The KTM- 
mounted Kubli bested Alan Wilber 
and James Vandenberghe in the 
Senior B class, while Lee topped 
David Mitchell and John Buka in the 
Super Senior Bs. Troy Harrington 
raced his Honda to the Four-Stroke 
B win ahead of Husky pilot Mike 
Dinger and Mark Niggemyer, while 
Charles Zarnick won the Masters 
class over Bill Hartsell and Paul 
Krummel. 

Ben Hamrick was the king of the 
200s. The West Virginia woods 
master took the 200cc Expert win 
over Jim Maltba by nearly nine 
minutes. Donald Bigley, Forrest 
Stark, and Mike McCarren rounded 
out the top five. Joseph Hull was 
another one lap winner, besting the 
Senior A class by a full circuit. 
Trouble-plagued Henry Stankiewicz 
was second with Mike Parks third. 
Jon Johnson from Ohio was the 
Super Senior A winner with Ronald 
Rose five minutes back and Dave 
Coombs third. 








Final lap drama saw Stan Lojak 
leave the scoring barrels with an over 
two minute lead on Plessinger. 
Unbelievably, though, just before 
the first of two checkpoints on the 
10 mile trail Plessinger blasted into 
the lead. The two went neck and neck 
through the woods for several miles 
until Plessinger fell while negotiat- 
ing a difficult section. This allowed 
Lojak to overtake the fiesty Can-Am 
pilot once and for all and earn yet 
30 seconds back at the flag with 
second Open A Tom Harris third 
overall, followed by Summers, Con- 
nor (second 250cc A), Ben Hamrick, 
Joe Lojak (third 250cc A), Rick 
Claxton (fourth 250cc A), Santi (fifth 
250cc A), and John Vincent (third 
Open A). 

“My heart really fell when Scott 
passed me at that checkpoint,” said, 
a relieved Stan Lojak after the race. 
“I followed him for a while but I 
just couldn’t seem to gain any 
ground. If necessary I was planning 
a high speed in the field leading into 
the finish line barrels or even jump- 
ing the main road down by the 
checkers. But he ended up falling 
before I had to try anything crazy, 
so I just kept it up to the flag.” @

Atwell, Bloch take four 
at Summit Point RR

SUMMIT POINT, WV, MAY 9-10 


Jeff Atwell and Chris Bloch were 
both four-time winners at the AMA/ 
CCS regional event at Summit Point. 
The races were held in near perfect 
conditions and, with the help of the 
MARRC safety crew, an excellent 
weekend of safe, exciting racing was 
presented by the AMA/CCS officials. 

Both riders started their winning 
ways during Saturday’s 100-mile 
endurance event. Atwell took the 
GTO honors aboard the Suzuki of 
York/Suzuki GSXR which he cam- 
paigns in the AMA/Camel Pro 
Superbike Series. Atwell’s main 
competition came from Barnety 
Bernstein aboard a stock Suzuki 
GSXR who had the advantage of 
going the 100 miles without refuel- 
ing. Atwell lost the lead at the 
halfway mark when he made his pit 
stop. Bernstein set a hot pace and 
made a few off-track excursions 
before Atwell passed him with 10 
laps to go. Bloch took the GTU win 
with his Honda East Racing/Honda 
CBX600 Hurricane, finishing a very 
respectable fourth overall. 

Many riders seemed to be using the 
endurance race as a practice session 
and were ready for some serious 
racing in the Supersport events 
which followed. Jeff Dean took the 
lead midway through the first lap of 
the Middleweight Supersport final 
and disappeared into the distance, 
finishing with a 20-second lead. 4 

The excitement was for second 
place where Bloch and Doug Tosten 
were having a tremendous battle, 
finally finishing in that order. 
“Tosten had a little bit of extra 
horsepower,” explained Bloch, 
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“And would pull me a little on the 
straights, but I was a little better on 
braking.” 

At the tech inspection following 
the Supersport race, Jeff Dean was 
docked a lap for not having a front 
fender on his Honda Hurricane. 
That dropped him to eighth place 
and gave Bloch the win with Tosten 
second. “I crashed at Savannah two 
months ago,” explained a despond- 
ent Dean, “‘And the parts have been 
on order from Honda since then. 
AMA/CCS makes the rules and they 
enforce them, what can I do? I know 
I won it and that is all that matters.” 

Atwell and Bloch continued to 
dominate in Sunday’s finals. Atwell 
took wins in Formula One, Unlim- 
ited Superbike and Heavyweight 
Superbike aboard his trusty Suzuki 
GSXR. His main competition came 
from Yamaha FZ-mounted Joe Nel- 
son and Glen Szarck. With the track 
giving reasonable traction, Atwell 
was able to use the superior horsep- 
ower of his Superbike to win con- 
vincing victories. 

Atwell got a poor start in the 
Formula One event and was running 
in fifth place: “I followed the pack 
for the first couple of laps and then 
got by a few riders on the main 
straight. Bruce Nield was leading 
and I outbraked him on turn three 
but he got by me going into the 
carousel. I got by him again by using 
his draft on the main straight; when 
I saw him sit up I got on the brakes.” 
Nield dropped off the pace and 
Atwell finished the race five seconds 
ahead of Glen Szarck. 

Bloch had tougher races and was 


- dogged by Kawasaki Ninja-mounted 


Donnie Unger in the Formula Two 
and Middleweight Superbike events. 
“Every time I thought I had put in 
a good series of turns, or two or three 
of the fastest laps I could manage, 
I'd take a peek over my shoulder and 
he would be right on my rear fender,” 
Block said.

Newell sails to

RIVERMONT, MO, MAY 3 
Tim Newell sloshed to victory in the 
Spring Missouri Hare Scrambles 
Championship Series event at River- 
mont.

The relatively tight nine-mile loop 
included both established and virgin 
trails in the beautiful, rolling Mis- 
souri woodland.

A heavy rain created a brief delay 
in starting the event as well as 
necessitating shortening it from the 
scheduled two to one and one-half 
hours. The change was welcomed by 
most of the 140-plus competitors — 
some of whom continued to sign up 
during the downpour. Due to the 
rapidly deteriorating trail and rains, 
only the top few riders completed 
three loops, while some were able to 
finish only one, even after the 90 
minute time limit had ended. 

The magnitude of the rainstorm 
was hard to believe. For example, a 
creek crossing within a few miles of 
the start which was less than a foot 
deep at the beginning of the event, 
was four to five feet deep by the time 
the few three-lap finishers crossed it 
the third time. Fortunately, members 
of the Missouri Mudders organizing 
club were there to assist competitors. 
In fact, Greg Surdyke, ISDE rider 
who had drowned out his bike on 
the first loop, showed the kind of 
comradery associated with the sport 
of motorcycle racing when he stayed 
at the crossing to help carry other 
competitors’ bikes across for the 
remainder of the race. 

ISDE rider Ray Mungenast, 
second overall finisher, demon- 
strated his body surfing technique on 


lap two. While riding ina field along 


the trail at a good rate of speed, his 
bike stopped abruptly, apparently 
due toa strand of wire caught around 





the fork tube. He went over the bars 
and travelled almost 40 feet on his 
back on the slick grass. Mungenast 
got up, cleared the wire, and was 
back in the race with minimal time 
lost.

Todd Neal made a convincing return 
to racing, winning both 125cc B 
motos in round three of the Georgia 
Cycle Supply Spring Series at Indian 
Creek MX.

Freewheeling Honda-backed Neal 
had been sidelined due to an injury 
suffered last December. Neal quickly 
moved up from fifth spot to even- 
tually pass leader Lonnie Brown for 
the first 125cc B moto win. 

: Neal holeshot moto two but went 

over the berm in turn one, reentering 
the course in 14th place. By the 
second lap, Neal was in second 
behind Brown. Neal passed Brown 
in the same corner he had used to 
go by Brown in the first moto and 
won with a perfect score. 

“The time off from racing was 
good for me,” said Neal, “I think 
I’m riding much smoother than 
before.”

Marshall netted first 
overall via his 3-1 tally. Atkins and 
Coleman had amoto-long battle for 
second that ended when Atkins went 
down on the last lap. Coleman’s 2- 


»2 earned runner-up honors in a tied 


score over Atkin’s 1-3. 

The 125cc C class saw Dewayne 
Walker edge Honda of Roswell- 
backed series leader Tommy Bilz in 
a close match. First moto winner 
Kevin Beaver had problems from the 
start in moto two and finished fourth 
overall. 

Blue Sky Cycle Supply’s Greg 
Hembree topped the 250cc C division 
and jumped to second in the series 
standings behind Bilz. Bilz, who has 
won every 250cc event he has entered 
this year, seemed off-the-pace today 








and had to settle for third overall 
behind Dewayne Bailey. 

Logan Atkins maintained his 
perfect series record with a 1-1 victory 
in the Senior class despite a poor start 
in moto one. Georgia Fall Series 
Champion Tommy Smith was 
runner-up with a 4-2 score. Honda 
of Roswell’s Ricky Lamb was in the 
hunt until a last lap bid for second 
spot in moto one resulted in a spill 
and an eighth place finish.

Morehead took the F&S H.D./KK 
Supply/Laube’s Cycle Sales/ John 
Dragoo/ J.W. Hunt/XR750 for the 
quickest (26.544 seconds) tour of the 
Clark County Fairgrounds race 
track. Scott Parker’s 1981 record 
(25.089) seems unobtainable due to 
track resurfacing. Dan Ingram and 
Jon Cornwell rounded out the top 
three qualifiers. Dan Butler turned 
in a time of 27.323 to top a talent- 
laden Junior field. 

First-year professionals Russ 
Crawford, Richard Foard and Kevin 
Atherton won their qualifiers. Kevin, 
the youngest of the Athertons, earned 
the pole position for the Pro-Am 
main. 

The 1986 Springfield Pro-Am 
winner, David Rayburn, picked up 
where he left off by winning his heat, 
and Dan Butler let everyone know 
that his fast-time was no fluke when 
he won his heat. Scott Stump’s 600cc 
single was the fastest of the field in 
the Junior class; he earned the pole 
position for the main. 

Morehead won. the first Expert 
heat with a flawless high-line ride. 
Donnie Estep and Jon Cornwell 
drew the crowd’s attention when they 
continually stepped on each other’s 
toes a few-feet behind Morehead. The 
point of contention seemed to be 
turns three and four. On the last lap, 
Cornwell got under Estep but drifted 
high at the apex, and second place 
belonged to the Orient, Ohio pilot. 
Darren Erichsen, John Parker and 
Mike Ashton all moved up a position 
after the completion of the event. 
Fourth-place finisher Brian Hardin 
forgot to go directly to tech inspec- 
tion to have his restrictors checked 
and was disqualified.

The field held position as Atherton 
rode to a new Pro/Am record.

On the first start 
Wyskiel was left at the gate with his 
hand in the air. On the restart Dan 
Butler held the lead until Scott

Terry Cunningham, the National 
Championship Enduro Series 
champ, is recuperating at his Ohio 
home after undergoing surgery to 
repair the broken femur he suf- 
fered in the May 10 Indiana 
National Championship Enduro. 
According to a Cagiva North 
America spokesman, the Husq- 
varna pilot broke the same femur 
that was shattered in a crash in 
the British ISDE several years ago. 


The May 24, AMA/District 37 Hare 
Scramble sponsored by the Lost 
Coyotes M.C. will take place in 
Teagle Wash, California, not Red 
Mountain, California, as reported 
earlier. 


During a May 13, U.S. Senate 
subcommittee hearing on the 
effectiveness of the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, 
Senator Albert Gore Jr., (D-TN), 
chairman of the Commerce 
Science and Transportation Sub- 
committee on the Consumer, 
used ATV statistics to “prove” 
that the CPSC is ignoring its 
responsibility to protect American 
consumers. “‘Injuries associated 
with ATVs are staggering,” Gore 
said. “Half of those killed or 
injured are children. Given the 
CPSC’s current lack of leadership, 
it is hardly surprising that efforts 
to develop voluntary standards 
within the ATV industry have been 
such a disaster. These and other 
serious problems at the agency 
cause me to question whether the 
current structure of the agency 
should remain in place.” Gore 
referred to a Consumer Federa- 
tion of America report which said 
CPSC failings have resulted in: 
maimed and dead children; con- 
sumer product litigation; disabil- 
ity and health insurance expendi- 
tures; and lost wages. “This is not 
what congress intended and it will 
not be tolerated,” Gore said. Gore 


is one of several Democrats run-. 


ning for president. 


A subcommittee chairman blasted 
the Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission during a congressional 
hearing on ATVs May 12, chiding 
the CPSC for allowing ATVs to 
remain on the market. The Asso- 
ciated Press reported May 13 that 
Congressman James Florio (D-NJ), 
chairman of the House Energy and 
Commerce Subcommittee on Com- 
merce, Consumer Protection and 
Competitiveness, called the CPSC a 
“wimp” agency for dragging its feet 
on the alleged dangers of three- and 
four-wheeled ATVs. Florio opened 








the ATV hearing by admitting the 
CPSC has done extensive studies of 
ATV safety, but added that CPSC 
inaction suggests the commmisson 
has become, “the biggest wimp 
agency in government.” 


RACE (Racing Association Can- 
ada Event) has signed an agree- 
ment to run one round of the 
Motoplan-Castrol National 
Championship Pro Superbike Ser- 
ies at the Circuit Gilles Villenueve 
in Montreal, Canada June 12-14. 
The 2.93-mile track is “Not like 
a normal street circuit,” accord- 
ing to Colin Fraser of RACE. “It's 
built in a municipal park and has 
plenty of runoff.” For more infor-
